wards during his Life, executed under Hand and Seal of the 
late Lord Stawell, founded upon meritorious and valuable con- 
{iderations , and in the ſame Deed there is a Covenant obliging the ſaid 


Lord and his Heirs for the Payment of the ſame, and One Years Payment 
made accordingly, by the ſaid Lord. 


Mr. Lee had a Clauſe added by the Houſe of Commons in favour of 


ſuch his Right, which the Lords have rejeQted, upon pretence thar the 
general Saving was ſufficient. 


Whereas by this Bill, without a Special Clauſe, Mr. Lee is enated 
to loſe his Annuity. For the general Saving 1s only of all Right 
in or to the Lands. And this is no Charge upon the Land im- 
mediately, and the perſonal Eſtate will not Pay the Judgments, 
Statutes and Recognizances; ſo that Mr. Lee hath 'no Remedy to 


Recover his Annuity, but to Sue the Heir in Debt or Covenant, 
and then Riens per deſcent will be a good Plea, for the Heir hath = 


no Land by deſcent but what by this AC is to be Sold; and 
after Debts paid then the Overplus to be laid our in purchaſe of other 
Lands, for the Uſe of the Heir ; which will not make him liable 
to Mr. Lee's Action, ſo that this Bill is to free the Heir by an A& 
of Legiſlature, from a plain rightful Action. 


| Note, The Truſt declared in the AQ for Diſpoſition of the Money 


upon Sale of theſe Lands, is not pretended to include this An- 
' nuity ; for that ſuch a Yearly Payment cannot be pretended to be 
within the Word Debts owing by the Lord Stawel/, nor could 
ſuch Words Relealc it. | 


 * Wherefore it is bumbly Hoped, That the ſaid Proviſion by 
the ſaid Clauſe, or ſomewhat of the ſame Nature, will 
be made in Favour of the ſaid Mr. Lee. 


If it be Objeted, That before the Lords no Proof was made of the 


Execution of this Deed ; it is eaſily anſwered, for that the ſame was ad- 
mitted by the Proſecutors of the Bill before the Committee of the Hoſe of 
Commons, it is manifeſt to be the Lord Stawel/*s Hand: And it was never 


known, That an A& of Parliament was Paſſed to exclude a Right; be- 
cauſe the Witneſſes were not in Town at the Time of Paſſing it, to 
Swear to their Right, at the Lord's Barr, eſpecially on One Day's Notice, 


_ and the Party himfelf Beyond-Sea.
